According to the tentative program 


$250,000^00 will be subscribed at first 
and this may later be increased to 
eveir half a billion as the needs rer 
quire. 


The money will be used in the re- 


construction and the .object is to get 
it quickly so that the work can be 
pushed at once. It is expected that 
the syndicate will issue bonds.

None of the 
ether mills, which are scattered along 
the Miami river for a distance of sev- 
tral miles, was damaged.

Part of Sutro Librnry M»y Be Safe. 


It appears from letters recently re- 


ceived In New York from Sau Fran- 
cisco that two of the Irreplaceable 
things in San Francisco were saved 
from destruction in the fire and earth- 
quake, the Stevenson house and the 
more valuable part of tbe Sutro library, 
says tbe New York Sun. The "classi- 
fied" section of tin- Sutro library was 
in the Montgomery block, over Coppa's 
famous restaurant, until a few months 
ago, and there is no reason, to believe 
that it had been removed since. Still 
there is no direct news that it was 
saved, the letters being too busy lu re- 
joicing that Coppa's, left in a little is- 
land of the flre, pulled through. 


This place (Coppa's) was a strange 


kind of a restaurant. It served a fifty 
cent table d'hote dinner, with .native 
claret thrown in, but its great merit 
lay in the company. 
Two or three 


years ago the art students, writers and 
young painters who have their homes 
and studios on the fringe of the Latin 
quarter found it out, fell in love with 
Coppa himself and began to make it a 
rendezvous. One hesitates to call these 
people bohemians, since the word has 
been stretched to cover so many un- 
pleasant things, but they came about 
as near fitting the title in its original 
and unspoiled sense as any group of 
people In the United States. They were 
well established and had a table sacred 
to their uses when, about two years 
ago, Coppa announced that he had been 
doing well and was going to renovate. 


"Glittering gold and mirrors?" said 


the painters and art students. 
"Not 


much. 
You replaster the walls and 


we'll do your decorating for you." 


Coppa agreed, because it cost less. 


They had him stain the wall a soft 
wine red, after which they planned a 
harmonious 
scheme of collaborative 


decoration. Here Robert Aitken made 
a set of bas-reliefs; next to it was a 
"group" fancy by Burgess and next 
after that an Indian sketch by Dixon. 
Above the panels they ran a frieze, like 
the frieze in a great library, of names 
entitled to the hall of fame. Here they 
interspersed the names of the world's 
greatest with the names of'the "gang." 
Next to "Velasquez" was "Martinez;" 
next to "Shakespeare," "Sterling," and 
so on. Perhaps tbe most clever fancy 
was the worm's eye view of a French 
restaurant in full blast, which decorat- 
ed the ceiling. 


Then there began to happen what 


happens to all such restaurants — the 
tourist heard of its fame, and the rub- 
bernecks began to come to see the ani- 
'mals eat. The true originators of the 
plan, seated at their central table, felt 
that they would have to move, but 
some one said, "If we stay here and 
keep quiet, the rubbernecks will get 
Cred and leave us alone." So it hap- 
pened, Coppa's was a theme for the 
little "gossip" weeklies for months; 
then it got to be an old story, tbe out- 
siders ceased from troubling, and Cop- 
pa's went on as ever. 


On the fifth day after the earthquake, 


when the fires bad cooled a little and 
people were crawling back Into the 
town, three or four of the people of the 
central table met and went to see the 
ruins of their old stamping ground. 
That part of San Francisco had been 
swept by the fire; it was supposed that 
there was not one brick standing on 
another, but through the haze which 
hung over Montgomery street they 
came upon an island of about a block 
which a freak of tbe fire had missed, 
and, behold, the Montgomery block, 
blackened, but untouched! 
On the 


steps of his restaurant sat Coppa, as 
though he had never left. 


Coppa broke into his cellar and found 


a case of claret which the soldiers had 
overlooked in their smashing expedi- 
tion. The people of the center table 
went out and rustled bread line pro- 
visions, and the proprietor sat down 
with them to a dinner in celebration of 
the escape of the place. The next day 
Coppa managed to find a way to buy 
supplies, and the restaurant resumed 
J>usiuess. 
It is the only restaurant 


standing within a mile, and it did not 
lose even a napkin. 
In tbe island 


spared by tbe fire stood unharmed the 
studio of Xavler Martinez, from which 
he had escaped on the morning of the 
earthquake when it seemed as though 
the building was about to fall on him. 


On the second floor of the Montgom- 


ery block was stored part of the Sntro 
library, or. as has been said, it was un- 
til a few mouths ago. 
There were 


perhaps 75,000 volumes stored in this 
Montgomery street division, among 
them the most valuable single books. 
The other division, which must have 
gone with tbe Fayot-Upbam building 
early in tbe fire, was tbe larger and. 
owing to its sources of purchase, was 
an undiscovered country.

Representatives of the Parties t« the 


Controversy Agree to Continue the 
Award of the Strike Commission. 
Action 
Ratified by, the Scranton 


Convention. 


Nev York, May 8.—The subcommit- 


tees representing the anthracite oper- 
ators and miners agreed at a confer- 
ence here to continue the award of the 
strike commission for another three 
years, and the men will return to 
work as soon as practicable, probably 
Monday. Ail miners who have not 
committed violence Against persons or 
property will be re-employed, and no 
one will be discriminated against be- 
cause of any activity he may have 
taken in the strike,movement. The 
agreement was ratified today by the 
tri-state convention of the miire work- 
ers, which was held at Scranton, Pa. 
This outcome of a controversy which 
threatened to develop into a long, bit- 
ter struggle and paralyze a great in- 
dustry, was looked upon with consid- 
erable satisfaction by the coal road 
presidents, as the agreement entered 
into is their first proposition made 
early in March in reply to the mine 
workers' original demands. 
The min- 


ers had little to say regarding the 
agreement, except {hat it was the best 
they could get. 
They pointed out, 


however, that the agreement entered 
into is the first general agreement 
that has ever been signed between the 
operators and miners, and they look 
upon it as a step forward in their ef- 
forts to have regular agreements with 
their employers. 


The miners made a final struggle to 


secure concessions. President Mitchell 
in stating to the operators the action 
of the Scranton convention asked that, 
the proposed agreement be made for 
two years. In arguing for the two 
year .team he said the cost of living 
might increase considerably in three 
years and that other changes in the 
mining industry might come that 
would make the present wage scale 
unfair to "the men. 
The operators in 


their reply said they felt that any con- 
tingency that might arise was covered 
by the award of the strike commis- 
sion, and the concluded by asking that 
the "award be continued for, three 
years. This was then agreed to. 


There are not any visible signs of 


dissatisfaction 
among 
the English- 


speaking members of the organiza- 
tion. They all seemed convinced that 
their leaders have shown them the 
best way out of a bad dilemma. This 
is not true of the foreign members of 
the organization, however. A great 
many of them are plainly'dissatisfied. 
They will have been idle for six weeks 
when work is resumed, and during 
that time three paydays have passed. 
They hare been absolutely unable to 
distinguish between a strike and a 
suspension. They -fancy, the 'most ol 
them, that they have really been on 
strike, and they think that they are 
now going back to work without any 
results. It is freely predicted that the 
organization will lose a great many ol 
these men during the next three 
months. 


No date has been officially set for 


the 
resumption 
of work. 
It .was 


thought that Thursday would be se- 
lected, but as some of the mines are 
not in good condition for an immedi- 
ate resumption the beginning of oper- 
ations may be delayed until Monday. 
This is the sixth week of the suspen- 
sion, and represents a loss in produc- 
tion of about 5,000.000 tons.

What Is to Be Done With San Fran- 


cisco's Army of Unemployed. 


San Francisco, May 8.—The number 


of people who have suddenly been cut 
off by the disaster from the means of 
earning a living is enormous. The 
army of clerks, salesmen, stenog- 
raphers, bookkeepers and trades peo- 
ple that poured into the down-town 
sections each morning and returned to 
the residence district and suburbs in 
the evening finds itself idle and with- 
out prospect of employment. Lawyers, 
doctors. Dentists and their assistants 
are in a like predicament. A small 
percentage of people are capable of 
taking up manual labor, the only kind 
that is now presented. What is to be 
done with the great number of men 
and women who can not get down to 
the level of common, workmen is a 
question that the city officials have 
asked themselves and have been un- 
able to furnish a satisfactory answer.

Washington, May 8.—The "rate situ- 


ation

and at the same time there was an ad- 
ditional step toward final agreement 
as to what the judicial review amend- 
ment shall be. 
The Allison compro- 


mise proposition met with such deter- 
mined opposition from those senators 
^•fao have fought against a "broad" 
court review that, despite President 
Roosevelt's acceptance of it ancV his 
declaration that other provisions he 
had advocated were not 
vital, au 


agreement was reached by which sev 
eral restrictions will be placed on the 
review pioposition. These were agreed 
upon in consequence of many informal 
conferences on the floor of the senate 
during the debate. The result is that 
in return for conferring of jurisdic 
tion on circuit courts to review orders 
of the commission, the friends of the 
bill demanded and by agreement of 
senate 
leaders 
will secure 
counter 


concessions as follows* 


That no order of thp commission 


shall be suspended or set aside by an 
interlocutory order or decree without 
a. hearing had on the application 
therefor, unless at least five days' no 
tlce shall be given to the commission 
of the time and place fixed for said 
hearing; that such order shall not be 
made until two judges of the court to 
which application is made shall con 
cur in such interlocutory order or de 
cree; that an appeal from such inter 
locutory order or decree may tie taken 
within 30 days from the entry thereof 
but shall lie only to the supreme court 
of the United States; that the rate 
making section of the bill shall not be 
amended. 


The senate adopted the Culber^oii 


substitute for the Foraker anti-pass 
amendment to the rate bill. The sub 
stitute reads as follows: "That no car 
rier engaged in interstate commerce 
shall directly or indirectly issue o 
give any free ticket, free pass or free 
transportation to any person excep 
to the officers, agents, employes and 
attorneys exclusively in the service o 
the carrier issuing the same, or to 
ministers of religion, inmates of hos 
pitals, ellemosynary or charitable in 
stitutions. Any carrier violating this 
provision shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall for each of 
fense pay to the United States a pen 
ally of not less than $100 nor mor 
than $2,000.''
